Approximately 
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Education Stands In Danger 


An acute problem in Alberta’s educa- 
tional setup is underlined by the recent 
resignation of another divisional school 
superintendent and another high school 


inspector. 

Both have left their posts with the pro- 
vitcial department of educatica to accept 
more promising—and more lucrative— 

here. 

For three years, school trustees all 
over the province have been urging the 

* government to close the spread between 
salaries it pays to school superintendents 
and high school inspectors, and the salar- 
fies paid school principals by local boards. 

nless something ig done quickly, our 
educational system stands in grave danger 
of rapid deterioration. 

Superintendents and inspectors are re- 
cruited from the cream of the teaching 
profession, with years of successful ex- 
perience as teachers and principals. 

But the day is fast approaching when 
the Department of Education will find it 
difficult to persuade principals of schools 
to accept posts as superintendents. 

True, some revision in salaries paid 
these two types of key officials was made 
two years ago. 

But the difference between them and 
principals’ salaries is ominously striking. 

Starting with a salary of $3,300, super- 
intendents and inspectors may now reach 
a@ maximum of $4,350, depending upon at- 
tainment of at least two degrees. 

But principals of schools, both element~- 
ary and high, with equal qualifications can 


reach a maximum of $5,500. 

Many superintendents are today in the 
humiliating position of having to inspect 
the work of teachers who are in a higher 
salary bracket, 

Superintendents must attend all di- 
vicional board meetings, report on teach- 
ers, instruction and conditions in all 
schools in the division, and also act in an 
advisory capacity to the board, 

According to the Alberta School Trus- 
tee, official organ of the trustees’ associa- 
tion, “trustees are anxious that the calibre 
of our superintendents be of the highest, 
and that the work they do shall be thor- 
ough and efficient, 

“Efficiency can only be attained by a 
staff which is satisfied and contented in 
its work, Superintendents are not satis- 
fied because of the salary situation.” 

The association signifies its intention 
of pressing for revision of salaries, so that 
the maximum is at least favorably com- 
parable to that which can be attained by 
school principals. 

Every Alberta citizen, regardless of 
whether he or she is a parent, should be 
vitally concerned with this situation. 

If our top-level educational adminis- 
trators are drained off by more promising 
offers elsewhere, and principals refuse to 
accept more responsible positions carrying 
Jess remuneration, the effects will not be 
long in reflecting themselves on education 
generally. 

The provincial cabinet should take im- 
mediate steps to rectify the discrepancy. 


Army Week Essential to Canada’s Defence 


If Canada’s defence were based on 
either conscript or mercenary armed 
forces, there would be no need for Army 
Week. 

But since the country’s defence is pre- 
dicated on a small core of professionals, 
together with a voluntary citizen-soldier 
reserve force, the necessity is apparent for 
@ special week in which the army does a 
concentrated job of public relations. 

This week, all branches of the army 
are endeavoring to acquaint the general 
public with their functions. 

There should be no need for them to 
have to plead with physically-fit young 
men to devote a few hours weekly to the 
study of Canada’s defence, as part of a 


team in an organized force that may act 
as backbone for training larger forces, if 
necessary. 

Many members of the Canadian Army 
Special Force, recently recruited for ser- 
vice outside Canada, came from Reserve 
Army ranks. 

These gaps, together with those caused 
by retirement of older men, must be filled. 

Each evening this week, special dis- 
plays are being staged downtown by vari- 
ous units, aimed at better acquainting the 
public with work done and the interesting 
vacancies now open to recruits. 

A hearty interest by all younger men 
is strongly recommended, 


U.K. Trade Office Can’t Do It All 


Opening of a United Kingdom trade 
commissioner's office in Edmonton points 
up two facts. ‘ 

It shows that Great Britain is well 
aware of Alberta’s increasing importance 
in the eyes of overseas business men. De- 
velopment of the province's oil fields is 
opening wider markets for British goods 
—particularly heavy industrial machinery. 

It also brings home to Canadian busi- 
nessmen the necessity of accelerating ef- 
forts to promote more two-way commerce 
with the United Kingdom. 

To achieve that, artificial restrictions 
must be completely wiped out. 

Many Canadian business men believe 
the British government has been too re- 
strictive and arbitrary in setting quotas 
and cancelling long-standing trade ar- 
rangements between the two countries. 

Greater interest should be directed to 
the subject of sales of Canadian manufac- 
tured goods in the U.K., as C. Gordon 
Cockshutt, chairman of the Canadian sec- 
tion, Anglo-Canadian trade committee, and

past president of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, told last week’s convention 
of that body in Banff. 

“The position in which the Canadian 
manufacturer attempting to sell to the 
United Kingdom finds himself, is a matter 
which should be of grave concern to bota 
countries,” he said. 

“Had it not been for the present in- 
crease in industrial mobilization for de- 
fence, we belteve it would have been 
possible for the U.K. to have lifted many 
obstructions which restrict the sale of 
Canadian goods there.” 

No Canadian viewing the long-range 
prospect of trade between the two coun- 
tries can help realizing that Canada’s fu- 
ture will be closely related economically 
with that of the United Kingdom. 

Efforts of such organizations as the 
Anglo-Canadian trade committee to fur- 
ther that mutual future must be vigorously 
maintained by Canadian business men. 

The new trade commissioner's office 
here will aid them materially.

Editor, Bulletin—The tmechan- 
ics of any master plan to attain 
our hearts’ desire, of freedom for 
the people of all nations, must 
not overlook one essential mili- 
tary and moral obligation, 

The people of the British Com- 
monwealth and the United States 
are in honor bound to see that 
the countries of Western Europe 
that have been twice invaded in 
the two world wars are not again 
overrun. 

This cannot be successfully ac- 
complished by sending arms and 
by building up a purely continen- 
tal army. It can only be done by 
the United States and the British 
Commonwealth having troops sta- 
tioned in Western Europe.

Spain Guards Pyrenees 
Against Red Invasion 


Modern warfare has detracted 
little from the defensive value of 
the Pyrenees mountains, Sipain’s 
historic line of defence to the 
north, military observers say in 
Madrid. 

The scene of both north and 
south-bound invasions through 
centuries of history, the tower- 
ing, rugged colossus is as rauch 
an obstacle today as it was to 
Romans, they believe. 

They add that nothing so far 
observed in the fighting in Korea 
indicates the contrary. 

With the outbreak of the Kor- 
ean war, however, and with it 
renewed fears of a Soviet sweep 
through western Europe, Spain's 
defences in the Pyrenees are 
getting fresh attention from mili- 
tary planners. 

Many observers believe the 
mountains are the only obstacle 
in western Europe capable of 
halting, even temporarily, a Rus- 
sian sweep west, 


Military Plans 
Closely Guarded 


Just what Spain has in the 
Pyrenees is a closely guarded 
secret. However, a look at the 
mountains alone indicates the 
barrier they offer against inva- 
sion from the north. 

Stretching almost entirely 
across the Spanish-French bor- 
der, the Pyrenees cover 34,375 
square miles of round, two-thirds 
of which lie in Spain. 

As the crow flies they are 279 
miles long, but actually cover 375 
miles between the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

They vary in width from 3 
miles between Pamplona, Spain, 
and St. Jean de Luz, France, to 
81 miles wide in the region of 
Andorra, 

Within 30 miles of the Mediter- 
ranean they rise to 9,137 feet. 
From there to the peak of Anie, 
54 miles from the Atlantic, there 
isn't a pass under 5,249 feet, 


But Weakness ‘

In between lie towering, inac-

Soviet Angles for Middle East Oil 


The oil-rich Middle East has 
become one of the Soviet Union's 
chief targets for expansion, Brit- 
ish officials said today. 

The Communists are hoping to 
reap a bumper piopaganda har- 
vest by sowing the seeds of 
hatred of the West in millions of 
natives of Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, 
Iraq, Iran and Israel, the officials 
sald, 

Information reaching govern- 
ment quarters here and dis- 
patches irom the Middle East 
said the Communists are having 
varying degrees of success. 

British officials said social con- 
ditions in every country of the 
Middle East provide fertile soil 
for any creed that promises to 
lead the masses out of misery. 
Soviet propaganda takes full ad- 
vantage of this and is making 
some headway, the officials said. 


Play Every 
Possibility 

The massed everywhere are the 
core of Communist expansion, 
and the Middle East is no excep- 
tion. Mistrust of government 
servants is preached. Trouble is 
stirred between Moslems, Chris- 
tians and other religious groups. 
Special favors are done for min- 
orities, 

Saviet propaganda coming from 
the Tabriz radio in Iran recently 
has been appealing to the Kurds 
in and around Turkey, Syria and 
Iraq to rise and overthrow exist- 
ing governments. 

Everywhere the pattern ls the 
same. People are encouraged to 
hate France, Britain and the U.S. 

Britain is accused of trying to 
make Egypt a colony, France is 


charged with being the oppressor 


of North Africans. The U. S, is 
described ag the chief supporter 
of Zionism. 

Communist cells were said to 
be in existence in all the Arab 
countries, although they are not 
numerous. There are in addition 
many organizations which the 
Soviet agents are finding it worth 
while to exploit, especially in 
Syria and Lebanon, 


Beirut Hub 


For Propaganda 


The Soviet legation at Beirut; 
the capital of Lebanon, long has 
been known as the biggest middle 
Eastern centre for dissemination 
of Red propaganda. 

In spreading this gospel, it 
finds ready recruits among stu- 
dents from all over the middle 
East who attend universities there 


and among the Christian minori- 
ties, especially the Armenian and 
Greek Orthodox, 

The Lebanese Communist party 
was declared illegal early this 
year and its newspapers were 
suppressed, But this only sent 
the party underground, It result- 
ed, it is believed, in newspapers 
and a flood of other literature 
being printed inside the Soviet 
legation or being imported and 
distributed by the legation, 

The Communists are sald to 
have made even more headway in 
Syria. The former Soviet ambas- 
sador to Damascus recently was 
recalled to Moscow and appointed 
head of the Middle Eastern de- 
partment in the foreign office. 

He is reported to have “con- 
siderable support” in Syria for a 
non-aggression pact with the So- 
viet Union,

In simplest terms it is a method 
of child-rearing which gives the 
child the privilege~within reason 
of doing as he pleases. ° : 

The start is made with the tiny 
baby, He is fed when he Is hungry 
and ag many times a day as he de- 
miahds. Wher he cries he should be 
soothed, rocked and made com- 
fortable so that he feels loved, 
protected and wanted, Instead of 
being allowed to “cry it out,” which 
is the helght of frustration to him. 
These practices are designed to 
build into the child such a sense of 
security that he develops a tol- 
erance for frustration and grows 
into an Individual with courage an 
self-confidence. As ' 


NOT SPOILED he 

The parent's first argament 
against such a method fs that the 
child will be spoiled. But, it has 
not worked out this way. ,On the 
contrary the spoiled child is the 
frustrated child who has no con 
fidence in anyone or anything and 
must forever bolster what he has 
by the consiant presence of the 


parents, 

The child who {s made to ery and 
cry because bottle or feeding time 
has not arrived; who is allowed to 
cry and cry when he is in discom- 
fort or pain; the child who ts made 
to conform to adult toilet patterns 
when he is too young to be able to 
cooperate; these common practices 
aré the ones which leave a psychic 
scar on the child and turn him into 
a defeated individual who is for- 
ever unsure of his place in the 
world.
